Turning to our advertising qolumris.tbe 
reader will learn that the second Provin- 
cial Agricultural Exhibition baa been 
appointed to be hold on the 25th inst. In 
Now Westminster District, in Saanioh, 
initl in dowichnn, Agricultural Societies 
exist, anil annual exhibitions are held on a 
scale and with a degree of success highly 
creditable to these important and prosper- 
ou* Districts. The exhibitions held at 
the oapit.il take the more preteuoious appo- 
rtion of Provincial. It seems highly pro- 
per that there should ho one central, gen- 
eral exposition where the various Districts 
both on tho Mainland and the Island 
could Come together, compare notes, and 
incite one another to higher excellence. 
But, it will bo manifest that, in order to 
fulfil the conditions reasonably expected 
of it. the Victoria exhibition must bo of a 
character and on a scale to justify its pre- 
tentious designation. Unless this bo the 
case, it will bo useless to expect for it that 
recognition and support from the outlying 
Districts so essential to complete success. 
Let us not confound cause and effeet.duty 
and reward. To make the central exhibi- 
tion all that it ought to be, t lose in "tho 
outlying Districts must contribute to- 
ward? its support.as well as participate in 
its advantages and share its gifts. That is 
a sine qua non to success. And it is fair 
and just; for the exhibition is not for the 
exclusive benefit of any particular locali- 
ty, but of tho entire Province. But a spe- 
cial responsibility will, nevertheless, rest 
upon this particular community in this 
respect. In the present scattered condi- 
tion of population, anything like a gener- 
al appeal for help seems out of the ques- 
tion just now; and we all know how slim 
the fruits of spontaneous contributions in 
such matters too often are. While, there- 
fore, the exhibition has an undoubted 
claim upon the pockets and presence of 
every man in tho country, there is no 
blinking the fact that it is to this imme- 
diate community the Managers must chief- 
ly look for tho indispensible funds.

1 ' Every 
considerrtion of self-interest and become- 
ing pride point out the duty of liberally 
sustaining the effort. As for ability ,Victoi- 
iaoan always spare a couple thousand dol- 
lars to see a show of travelling pin-formers. 
Shall she not spare one thousand in order 
that there may be an agricultural show 
worthy of the capital and the benefits of

Muaiciiial Police Court- 

[Before A. 0. Elliott, Esq., P.M.] 

Monday, Sept. 8. 
CHARGED WITH RAPE. 

Joseph Waterman, a man of 50 years of 
ago, was placed in the dock charged with 
attempting to outrage the person of a lit- 
lln girl, nnder circumstances of u must 
atrocious character. Shortly after enter- 
ing the dock the prisoner, who seemed 
greatly agitated and very nervous, was 
observed to tremble violently, anil hi. ally 
fainted dead away aud foil heavily on the 
floor of the dock", whenco he was raised by 
the police, given some water to drink and 
accommodated with a seat on a bench, 
until he had somewhat recovered. 

Mr. Theodore Davie appeared for the 
defence. 

Policeman W.m. Olarke deposed that ho 
made the arrest, and that he charged him 
with.commiting a criminal assault on a 
child. He was drunk, but not incapable 
at the time of arrest, lie got very drunk 
after ho heard the charge that was to bo 
made agafhst him. 

Mr'. Davie said that his client proposed 
to leave on the steamer for the Sound, if 
allowed to do so. 

[ jThe Magistrate said that ho could not 
consent to any Bucharrangninent. 

Win, Winalow testified that ho drove 
homo on Saturday afternoon, and while 
putting his horse in the stable he heard a 
man's voice. Looked through tho joints 
of tho boards, aud saw tho prisoner. Soon 
afterwards I heard a child cry; went 
round and looked over a fence aud saw 
the prisoner with the child now in Court. 
[Witness described the position of tho 
man and child. J This took place in nlot on 
tho corner of Vancouver and Johnson 
streots, adjoining my stable, asked him. 
"What are you trying to do, yoy scamp?" 
and ho got up and walked quickly away. 
The child was crying a good deal and was 
much frightened. 

The father of tho child testified that she 
is between G and 7 years of age; never saw 
the prisoner before. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie. — Tho 
child is not injured in any way. 

Mr. Davie claimed that tho only offence 
proved was one of indecent exposure; arid 
that the interests of the public would bo 
nerved by allowing the prisoner to leave 
the Province. 

The Magistrate said that ho would re- 
mand the prisoner until Tuesday morning 
at 11 o'clock.

The Victoria Public Schools. 

Editor British Colonist. ---There ure 
but few. persons in this community more 
unwilling to "rush into print" than my- 
self; and if "Tiya Victoria School Trus- 
tees," in your last issue had placed ony- 
thing like a fair statement before the 
public I should now have been spared 
this very disagreeable task. 

It must have struck you as something 
strange that the letter which called forth 
the published reply of tho Sect-Treas. 
did not form n portion of tho comminuni- 
cation. Tho omission on tho part of the 
Trustees I now supply: — 

(No. 715.) 

Education Office, Aug. 15th, 1873. 

J. D. Robinson, Esq. --Dear Sir.— I 
find that the number of pupils in the 
Victoria Public Schools is too large for 
tho buildings to accommodate, or tho 
present staff of teachers to manage effici- 
ently; the re-arrangement of tho schools, 
therefore, become* a matter of necessity. 

To do this with as little additional out- 
lay as possible I would suggest that the 
Principal of the Girls' School and her 1st 
assistant, with all the girls, down to tho 
second reader inclusive, be removed to 
another building; and that all tho hoys 
under eight years of ago bo put with the 
junior boys and girls in the Broughton 
street school, and an additional teacher 
procured. With this arrangement you 
would have three schools with about 100 
pupils each and two teachers in charge. 

The girls' school now numbers 180, and 
the boys' 130— -Mr. MeKenzio's division, 
50, and Mr. Clemitson's 80. Taking 2, r > 
from Mr. Clemitson's division, all under 
eight years of age, and placing thorn in 
the present girls' school would reduce his 
division to workable proportions, and 
make tho primary school quite large 
enough for two teachers after n hundred 
of the girls have been removed. Tho 
probabilities aro that before long the 
primary department will require three 
teachers, as this department is Bure to 
increase much faster than tho others. 

Should this arrangement or any modifi- 
cation of it meet the views of the Trustee 
Board, you will plnaso inform mo of it at 
your earliest convenience, so as to enable 
me to report to the Government on the 
matter. 

It will give mo pleasure to attend your 
Trustee meeting in order to explain more 
fully what is necessary to bo dono; and 
also to give any further information in my 
power.

Tho last paragraph in tho ubovo letter 
.certainly does not ovinoe any unwilling- 
ness on my part to place myself "in com- 
munication with the Trustees"— and so 
far as "running to tho Standard office 
with misleading statements" is concerned, 
the Editor of that journal will bear mo 
out in saying that 1 merely supplied him 
^vith tho number of children in attend- 
ance at tho schools according to tho re- 
port of tho two principals, which ho could 
easily have obtained from other sources; 
and at tho same time requested him not to 
take up the subject for fear of misropras- 
entation. 

To save your numerous readers tho 
trouble of referring to yesterday's paper, 
ploaso give tho Trustees' reply and tho foot 
note tho benefit of a second insertion.

As tho Trustees declined to entertain 
the proposition submitted for their con- 
sideration, I at onoo forwarded n copy of 
the correspondence to the Hon, the 
Provincial Secretary. The reasons as- 
signed for such a course r#f action must 
be entered into more in detail. 

In February last a circular letter was sent 
to all the Trustee Boards in tho Province 
stating that a speoilled amount would be 
allowed ouch for defraying incidental ex- 
penses up to the close of the year. For 
this purpose the sum of $210 was paid 
over to the Trustees here. They were re- 
quested at the same time to send in a 
statement of outstanding accounts with 
a view to their liquidation — tho total of 
which .was jjM5. Long after this sundry 
other accounts wero forwarded, some of 
which would undoubtedly have been 
paid had they been sont in when asked 
for; the others form a part of legitimate 
incidental expenses for which the $240 
was granted. These accounts were, how- 
over, entered iu my Requisition for July, 
but the item was afterwards erased by 
authority, as at that time the Seo.-Troas. 
had, according to his own iinaiicial re- 
port, $148 87 cash on hand, besides Gov- 
ernment money for school books. 

Your readers will thus poroeive, that 
because an item of about $54 wasin abey- 
ance between the Trustees and tho Edu- 
cation department, they declined to en- 
tertain a proposition for a re-arrangement 
of tho schools, which proposition should 
have emanated from themselves. It was 
only after repeated complaints had been 
made to me respecting the crowded state 
of the Broughton street school nud Mr. 
Clemitson's division in the boys' school, 
that the letter of 15th ult. was forwarded; 
and then not till inter speaking to tho 
Sect. -Treos on the subject and being re- 
quested by him. to write to the Trustee 
Hoard "so that they might have some- 
thing to go upon." 

The insinuation that "prompt and re- 
gular payments'' have not been made is ut- 
terly without foundation, us cheques for 
salaries and rent, since tho passing of the 
Estimates last February, have been hand 
od in to the Sect.-Treas., or deposited in 
thoPostotliee.to save him tho troublo of 
calling at the Education Office, within 
three or four days after the expiration of 
each in on Hi. 

I regret exceedingly the necessity of 
replying to a communication which eau 
only bo characterized as unwarrantable 
and uncalled for. As a public servant I 
cannot expect to escape criticism ; and so 
long as that criticism is open, manly and 
fair I shall try to profit thereby. But 
when it assumes the shape of misrepre- 
sentation and innuendo, then all that can 
bo dono is what I have endeavored to do, 
viz., to place a plain statement of facts 
before an intelligent public and leave 
them to form thoir own conclusions.

1. Tho said Commissioner shall subject to the ap- 
proval and control of the Mayor and Council aforesaid, 
design, construct, build, purchase, iuiprovo, hold and 
guuerally maintf'n, manage aud conduct, Waterworks 
and all buildings, matters, machinery and appliances 
therewith connected or necessary thereto, for the pur- 
pose of conducting a aiifflaient quantity of pure and 
wholesome water from Elk Lake and Heaver Lake to 
the adjacent City of Victoria for the use of the inhabi- 
tants thereof, and shall examine, consider and decide 
uiioii all matt) rs relative thereto. 

1, The said Commissioner shall keep separate honks 
and accounts of the receipts aud disbursements for or 
on account of the construction of the mid Waterworks 
distinct from the bonks and accounts relating to other 
property, funds, or assets belonging to tho said Water- 
works, and a record of all IiIh official acts; and all such 
books and records shall be open to the Inspection and 
examination of the Mayor and Council or any of them, 
or any person or persons appointed by them for that 
purpose.
